URUGUAY did the 
right thing by SBS 
television viewers 
by beating Bolivia 
2-0 in Montevideo 
last Sunday. 

The win keeps Uru- 
guay’s qualifying 
hopes very much alive, 
and now South Amer- 
ican Group 1 will be 
decided early next 
Monday morning 
when Uruguay are at 
home to Peru in the 
match SBS-TV will 
telecast live from the 
Centenario Stadium in 
Montevideo. 

A win by any score 
will be enough to see 
Uruguay through to 
yet another World Cup 
final series. 

With a capacity 
crowd of 70,000 urging 
them on, Uruguay will 
take some stopping. 

Peru have had a 
wretched World Cup, 
having lost their three 
games to date, includ- 
ing two losses at home.

We will never know 
the answer to that 
question, but to be 
sure there would have 
been many, and I was 
one of them. 

The entertainment 
value was minimal, but 
the tension was grip- 
ping. 

To play in the World 
Cup finals is the ambi- 
tion of every in- 
ternational soccer 
player. 

The England- 
Sweden game was 
balanced on a knife’s 
edge throughout, with 
one goal sufficient to 
send one country 
crashing out of World 
Cup contention and 
the other on its way to 
book tickets for Italy. 

England’s remark- 
able defensive record, 
of no goals conceded 
in its qualifying games, 
remains intact, but we 
will never know how. 

Its two central de- 
fenders, Terry Butcher 
and Des Walker made 
some horrendous 
errors late in the game. 

One by Walker, 
when his eyesight 
seemed to fail him and 
he passed a ball back 
into his own penalty 
area directly to the feet 
of a Swedish striker, 
sent shivers through 


me. 

It was as though I 
was on the bench out 
there in Stockholm 
and came the instinc- 
tive reaction ...

But an alert Shilton 
in goal, swiftly put that 
grave error right, just 
as he had done earlier 
when his defence 
suddenly went into 
panic. 

Ironically, Walker 
and Butcher had excel- 
led throughout for 
England, especially 
Walker who is shorter, 
lighter and more agile 
than Butcher. 

In the last World 
Cup, Butcher was 
paired with central 
partners as ponderous 
as himself and it 
proved a disaster. 


Two aggressive, 
alert and capable full 
backs and a ’keeper at 
the peak of his form 
gave the England de- 
fence an impregnable 
look early on. 


But those errors late 
in the game, even 
allowing for brave 
Butcher's handicap, 
were disturbing against 
what turned out to be a 
pedestrian Swedish 
team. 

I have long ques- 
tioned the ability of 
England’s often im- 
mobile defenders, to 
contain world-class 
strikers on the ground. 

Bobby Robson has 
retained the zonal de- 
fence which all British 
clubs prefer. 

This allows its cen- 
tral defenders to play 
side by side, rather 
than one behind the 
other in the sweeper- 
stopper system used by 
most of the world. 

This British prefer- 
ence produces square- 
ness and reduced de- 
fensive cover, but it 
does allow its four de- 
fenders to close down 
tightly on any attacker 
coming into their

British teams remain 
behind the times in the 
development of soc- 
cer, the game they 
gave to the world. 

They win games pre- 
dominantly with fit- 
hess, guts, determina- 
tion, and rigid team- 
work developed for 
players in the main de- 
void of individual skill 
and flair. 

It was interesting 
that once more against 
Swedish ball players 
John Barnes and Peter 
Beardsley were in- 
effective at internatio- 
nal level. 

Even Chris Waddle, 
now playing in France, 
found it hard to get 
round the Swedish de- 
fenders, whereas in 
England he used to 
leave ponderous First 
Division defenders for 
dead, as do Barnes and 
Beardsley for Liver- 
pool today. 


It is a fact that over- 
seas imports and the 
black soccer players in 
England are beginning 
to improve the quality 
to play of the English 
game. 

Yet this may not be 
enough to win England 
the World Cup in 
Italy. 

Nevertheless, this 
England team is the 
best one I have seen 
since 1966. 

It is well balanced, 
with powerful defen- 
ders, good midfielders, 
skilful attackers, plus a 
goal poacher in 

Lineker. 

However, it is the 
individual ability that 
perturbs me. 

I have doubts about 
its effectiveness at the 
highest level. 

Which brings us to 
Australian soccer. 

The problems of 
skill that have dimin- 
shed English soccer for 
years are also what 
have diminished Aus- 
tralian soccer for 
years. 

I watched the last 
Australian under 16 
team playing at Park- 
lea before heading off 
to compete in the 
under 16 World Cup fi- 
nals in Scotland. 

Such huge boys I 
had never seen before 
in an under 16 team.

If you have any doubt, read what JIM MURRAY, America’s 
most respected sports reporter, wrote in one of his daily col- 
umns in the prestigious LOS ANGELES TIMES under the head- 
ing “This Guy is a Real Footballer’. 


CAN you imagine a 
football fan who 
doesn't know who 
Joe Montana is? 
Who never heard of 
Red Grange? Or, the 
Four Horsemen? 
Who thinks Notre 
Dame is a cathedral 
in Paris? Who 
thinks the Green Bay 
Packers sell meat? 
That the Miami Dol- 
phins perform at Sea 
World? 

[Joe Montana and 
Red Grange are gridir- 
on legends. Notre

States but it’s football in 
the rest of the world. 
The governing body’s 
initials, FIFA, stand for 
Federation? Interna- 
tionale de Football 
Association and it 
makes the National 
Football League look 
like a branch office. It 
runs the game in 80 
countries world-wide.

[Wrong: more than 
140 countries are mem- 
bers of FIFA — Ed.] 

Soccer is at the cros- 
sroads in the United 
States, Rick Davis 
admits. It has its best 
chance in the next de- 
cade to crack through 
into the American con- 
Sciousness as a big-time 
event. 


For one thing, the 
World Cup, soccer’s su- 
per Super Bowl, is com- 
ing here in 1994. With 
television starved for 
new divertissements, 
soccer/football hopes to 
rush into the yoid. 


The World Cup takes 
place just as the basket- 
ball and (ice) hockey 
play-offs are winding up 
and the game’s fondest 
wish is an American 
team that can be com- 
petitive in the hopes 
Americans will take this 
legal alien and assimi- 
late it. 

The good news is, the 
host country gets an 
automatic invitation 
into the World Cup in 
its country, It doesn’t 
have to qualify for 1994. 
But, the American team 
has to shoot its way into 
the next World Cup, in 
Italy in 1990. 

So far, it is doing 
nicely, thank you, and 
has a good chance of 
qualifying. 


An American team 
has never kicked its way 
into soccer's World 
Series. The last time it 


went (Brazil 1950), it 
got in free (invitation). It 
didn’t stay long. 

Apart from the fact 
he’s not driving a gold- 
coloured Corniche, 
you'd never be able to 
tell Rick Davis was a 
football player. 


Soccer players don’t 
run to gigantic dimen- 
sions. Even the great 
Pele would have been 
able to make the welter- 
weight limit in boxing. 

Rick Davis is 5-foot- 
7, 155 pounds. The 
Raiders would use him 
at cornerback. But they 
might not want him. He 
has no police record, 
he’s never busted a bar, 
assaulted a motorist or 
even been caught 
speeding. 


[The Los Angeles 
Raiders are the rough- 
est team in American 
football and several of 
their players have been 
arrested for unusual, to 
say the least, off-the- 
field activities — Ed.] 


But he’s: tough. You 
have to be to play soc- 
cer. There's no padding, 
no substitution (to 
speak of, you're allowed 
two a game, even if the 
starter gets killed). 


The game is 90 mi- 
nutes long and is played 
on a field just smaller 
than the state of Rhode 
Island, which means 
you can be in for a 10- 
mile run in an after- 
noon. 


Play is continuous. 
There are no TV time- 
outs. 


Although there are 
supposed to be no more 
than 11 men on a side, 
the ranks are sometimes 
swelled by 10,000 for 
one team as the United 
States found out when it 
played El Salvador re- 
cently. 


The spectators got in 
the act, even throwing 
Molotov cocktails at the 
Amis. It was nothing 
personal, the Salvador- 
ans did it to their com- 
padres, the Honduras 
team, too, to the point 
the game had to be sus- 
pended with four mi- 
nutes to play and the 
National Guard called 
in. 

Rick Davis, who has 
played for the New 
York Cosmos and the 
indoor soccer league (St 
Louis Steamers, Taco- 
ma Stars) thinks Amer- 
icans could become a 
World Cup power. 


There are thousands 
of Peles in this country, 
he believes. The trouble 
is, most of them have a 
basketball or a baseball 
bat in their hands. 
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FERENC PUSKAS ar- 
rived in Melbourne 
last week to take up his 
coaching duties with 
South Melbourne Hel- 
las. Puskas will have

TWO Queensland 
soccer legends, who 
teamed to win major 
trophies nearly 20 
years ago, have un- 
ited again to revive 
former giant Grange 
Thistle. 

Matt Carson, 
Queensland’s most 
successful soccer coach, 
will take over at 
Lanham Park from 
Steve Dolan, who will 
return to the playing 
field after two seasons 
at the Thistle helm.

IN 1986, this talented striker from Albury 
(NSW) was one of the first country players go 
gain selection in the NSW Combined High 
School team. 


Since then she has become a regular member 
of ACT teams and has played for Australia 
against Taiwan, New Zealand and Mas- 
sachusetts, USA. 


The names of the Australian Socceroos who are 
playing in Europe at present are well known to local 
soccer fans. 

In this category are Eddie Krncevic, Jim Patikas, 
David Mitchell, Chris Kalantzis, Frank Farina, Vla- 
do Bozinovski and George Haniotis. 

Add to that Robbie Slater and Jason Polak, both 
of whom are seeking the chance to emblazon their 
names in the big time. 

But apart from them, there are many others who 
are not well known, but who have set off for destina- 
tions such as Yugoslavia, England, Holland, Fin- 
land, West Germany and Scotland in a bid to establ- 
ish professional football careers. 

It is pertinent to ask if you have heard of Andrew 
Glacina and Roman Nikolic, currently with Hajduk 
Split and Red Star Belgrade respectively. 

Or perhaps Pat Bradley (Bury), Heath Goldstein 
(MVV Eindhoven), Sean Lahiff (Koparit, Finland), 
Alf Lasen (Vfb Stuttgart), or Willie Hastie (Glasgow 
Celtic). 

And then there is Antione Avellino, who recently 
set out to trial with Glasgow Celtic. 

It is certain that many of these young prospects 
would have been seeking places in Australian soccer, 
had there been a professional set up to cater for 
them. 

The reality is that only a handful of Australian 
clubs pay money on which a few footballers can 
contemplate professional careers. 

For many others their soccer income represents a 
handy supplement for their main incomes. 

So that leaves the up and coming bunch competing 
for places in the few NSL clubs who pay well, and 
failing that having to look overseas for a career. 

Unless they have the potential of a Mark Bosnich, 
the young Sydney goalkeeper who is understudying 
Scottish international Jim Leighton at Manchester 
United, they often must possess citizenship for the 
country in which they wish to play. 

So accident of birth determines whether they can 
get a chance, and in addition many other see no 
future whatsoever as they are born and bred Austra- 
lians who contrived to chose their parents wrongly in 
the first place. 

Australian football does need well organised pro- 
fessionalism to grab its share of the public and the 
sports dollar. 

It therefore follows that improving or establishing 
more professional clubs is vital for the success of the 
game as a whole, and for the futures of the players 
coming up through the ranks. 

There is not a shadow of a doubt that Australia 
will produce more players of quality, if the 
opportunity is there for them to earn a much better 
income. 

It is foolish to expect a fair proportion of the 
players who set out in junior and schools football to 
make their way to the top. They must remain in the 
district associations. 

But there is a body of players who would make the 
grade, provided that they received a better 
opportunity to make their careers in the game. 

Look at Steve Waugh, the Australian Test cricke- 
ter, who would have been a mighty soccer player, 
had he seen a better future in soccer. 

Regardless of the progress of summer soccer, the

It has been patently 
clear to any arm’s 
length observer that a 
worthwhile level of suc- 
cess is not possible 
under present condi- 
tions.

When questioned 
over the import of last 
week’s ASW article by 
Peter England in which 
he made his point that 
the right $100,000 a 
year executive would 
prove worth his weight 
in gold, Russell was 
quick to reply. 

“Certainly I could 
fill the role properly, if 
given the chance. 

“As it stands I am 
working around the 
clock attending to 
duties which could well 
be handled by assis- 
tants. 

“Given the 
opportunity, it would 
be possible to put the 
League on a much 
sounder footing, and 
turn soccer football 
into the big game it 
should be in Austra- 
lia,” he said. 

At present, the NSL 
operates out of a small, 
relatively frugal office, 
dealing so often with 
crisis situations. 

If any proof is 
needed of the paucity 
of its facilities, a small 
computer is available, 
with just a single 
terminal. 

Although some of the 
tasks differ in nature, 
the NSW Soccer 
Federation has an 
administrative staff of 
10 people, aided by 
seven computer termi- 
nals, excluding ground 
and accommodation 
staff.

Under some 
circumstances this can 
be justified, as the re- 
payments can be fi- 
nanced in part by re- 
ntal received from 
other tenants. 

But the NSL’s prime 
need is to obtain more 
competent staff, and to 
release the general 
manager to fulfil his 
real purpose. 

There is probably no 
better way to establish 
needs tha: to prepare 
well conceived job de- 
finitions, and employ 
staff that match the re- 
quirements. 

Setting up the right 
tasks and priorities is 
more essential than 
ever in soccer at NSL 
level. 

Some years ago, 
when summer soccer 
was first mooted, I 
took the opportunity to 
question then national 
coach Rudi Gutendorf 
as to his views on the 
subject. 

Said Rudi: “If it is. 
tried and does not suc- 
ceed, then the thing to 
do is transfer back to a 
winter season.” 

That simplistic 
answer — then as now 
— tells only part of the 
story. 

Give away your 
sporting attendances 
and they go elsewhere. 

They cannot be re- 
vived at the drop of a 
hat, if at all. 

This situation may 
well be avoided, or in 
any case the desired 
improvements made 
possible, if adequate 
staffing levels are 
achieved. 

So over soccer goes 
into the hands of the 
estimable NSL execu- 
tive committee once 
again.

Hepatitis-B virus 
danger in sport

WITHOUT realising it some Australians could 
be putting themselves at risk of catching the 
hepatitis-B virus, through their sport and lei- 


sure activities. 

Hepatitis-B is a dis- 
ease which attacks the 
liver, and can cause liv- 
er cancer or cirrhosis. 

Many patients*do 
completely recover, but 
in some, the virus stays 
in their system without 
them knowing about it. 

They are the carriers 
and spread the disease 
to people they come in 
contact with. 

There are an esti- 
mated 250,000 carriers 
of the hepatitis-B virus 
in Australia, and it can 
spread by contact with 
contaminated blood and 
body fluids. 

There are many ways 
in which it can be trans- 
mitted; the absorption of 
infected blood through 
tiny cracks in the skin, 
sexual intimacy and us- 
ing infected articles 
such as sharing a tooth- 
brush, razor blade or 
needle. 

Obviously there are 
those who are more at 
risk than others and 
these include in- 
travenous drug users, 
male homosexuals, 
heterosexuals with mul- 
tiple partners, families 
and partners of carriers, 
babies born to carrier 
mothers, health care 
workers and anyone 
whose occupation or 
personal habits are like- 
ly to bring them into 
contact with contamin- 
ated body fluids. 

With the above facts 
in mind, it’s easy to see 
how many people 
through their sports and 
leisure activities could 
be in danger of contrac- 
ting the disease without 
even realising it, parti- 
cularly in areas where

There is no cure for 
hepatitis-B, but your 
doctor can tell you how 
it may be prevented by 
a simple vaccination

Even Bulgaria, 
where law and order 
are rigidly enforced, is 
not immune. 

A man, who was

As a result, the 
Bulgarian Football 
Union has banned the 
local team from play- 
ing its next games in its 
own stadium and has 
ordered all clubs to 
tighten security mea- 
sures in and around 
the grounds.

POLICE UNIT

THE organisers of the 
1990 World Cup will 
name their main in- 
ternational press centre 
at next June’s finals af- 
ter Italian soccer star 
Gaetano Scirea, who 
was killed in a car crash 
in Poland. 

Assistant manager for 

Juventus, Scirea, 36, re- 
tired from competitive 
football in May 1988. 
. While playing for 
Juventus, he was in the 
Italian side which beat 
West Germany 3-1 to 
win the 1982 World Cup 
final. 

The press centre is lo- 
cated near the Olympic 
Stadium in Rome. 
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They wrought havoc 
at last year’s European 
Championships, and 
again in Stockholm a 
fortnight ago. 


Tabloid newspapers 
greeted the latest riot- 
ing with headlines such 
as “They Shame Us 
All Again’’, *‘The 
Scum of Europe” and 
““England’s Most 
Famous Export: Thug- 
gery”. 

But not all experts 
agree the “disease” is 
uniquely English. 

“Britain is not more 
prone to it, nor is Bri- 
tain unique,” said 
sociologist Eric Dun- 
ning of Leicester Uni- 
versity. 

“What is different in 
England is that the 
fighting soccer fans 
travel regularly 
abroad,” 

Countries such as 
Holland and West 
Germany suffer just as 
much from soccer vio- 
lence but until now 
their troublemakers 
have not travelled 
abroad on a large 
scale, according to 
Dunning. 

International match- 
es give soccer rivalry 
extra spice, and some 
England fans see 
themselves battling on 
behalf of their coun- 
try,” he added. 

In the past 20 years, 
the violence has be- 
come more organised. 
Gangs dedicated to 
sparking trouble with 
rival fans are associ- 
ated with most big 
British clubs. 

“Hooligans have 
tended to be better 
organised...it’s a kind 
of war game. and they 
have a strategy of 
where to meet, what to 
do, how to avoid the 
police.” Dunning said. 

The British govern- 
ment and soccer au- 
thorities were united in 
condemning the vio- 
lence in Sweden. But 
they have long been di- 
vided in seeking a solu- 
tion. 

The Football 
Association is still 
pressing for the swift 
readmission of English 
clubs to European 
competition — a move 
the government says 
should be delayed until 
hooliganism is 
stamped out at home. 

In swift reaction to 
Stockholm’s events, 
the English FA said it 
would not withdraw 
England from next 
year’s World Cup fi- 
nals in Italy should 
they qualify. 

Chairman Bert Mil- 
lichip said it was for 
governments, not soc- 
cer authorities, to 
solve the hooligan 
problem. 

~All I hope is the 
governments of 
Europe can together 
find a sensible answer 
to it. We in soccer can- 
not find an answer to 
that particular prob- 
lem,” he admitted.

LIAM BRADY, one

Montevideo 
A two-team town 


OTHER countries 
have history, Uru- 
guay has football. 

This famous state- 
ment, uttered by a for- 
mer president of the 
country, epitomises 
perfectly the import- 
ance which is attributed 
to football in Uruguay. 

With a population of 
only three million 
people, Uruguay has 
probably a greater rate 
of achievement in world 
football per capita than 
any other country on 
earth. 

Winners of the Olym- 
pic soccer gold medals 
in 1924 and 1928 and of 
the inaugural World 
Cup tournament in 
1930, Uruguay were 
champions again 20 
years 
later and their national 
side has remained to the 
forefront of internatio- 
nal soccer ever since. 

Approximately 50% 
of Uruguay’s population 
lives in the capital, 
Montevideo (literally 
translated “view of the 
mountains”). 

From Montevideo 
have emerged two of 
the most famous names 
in club football, Penarol 
and Nacional, 

Penarol, named after 
the district in which the 
club originated, was 
founded by exiled Bri- 
tons who were working 
with the Central Uru- 
guayan Railway Com- 
pany at the beginning of 
the century and the 
British connection was 
continued when John 
Harley migrated from 
Scotland to Uruguay in 
1909. 


There were three 
major shocks in the 
first round of the 
three European Cup 
competitions played 
last week. 

In the first leg of the 
Champions’ Cup, Glas- 
gow Rangers crashed to
